coln died at 8:15 this evening. She re- 
mained unconscious until her death, and 
passed to tho other world peacefully and 
without a struggle.

VALUES OF RARE COINS. 


From time to time reports aro made 


of the sale of rare coins at fabulous 
prices. 
As a rule, in this country col- 


lections are of domestic coins, and es- 
pecially of the silver and copper coins. 
The reason for this is perhaps in the 
fact that less capital is required to make 
n collection of cents than of gold eagles, 
and hence many more collections aro 
begun than fmishod. 
The dollar being^ 


a handsomer coin than the cent, and 
tho unit of our system, though notmore 
interesting historically than other coins, 
is most sought after by those who aro 
able to pay for coins they can not dis- 
cover in the handling of money from 
day to day. 


While some men aro enthusiasts on 


numismatism, the majority of mankind 
know but little of the subject. The idea 
existing in tho popular mind that tho 
older a coin tho greater its value is a 
grave crrcr. There are perhaps coins 
of so recent a date as to suggest no 
thought of numismatic value now in tho 
pockets or cash-drawers of many per- 
sons that aro of considerable value. The 
endeavor of numismatists is to fret a 
complete line of coins of all dates of one 
denomination—for example, the dollar. 
In consequence of tho rarity of coins of 
certain dates, intense rivalry springs up 
among numismatologists, which greatly 
enhances tho value of specimens of the 
raro issues. 


In 1797, 1,776 silver dollars were 


issued, in 180-1 nearly 20,000, and now 
the 1797 coins can Jjo had for S3.no, 
while one bearing; tho 1804date is worth 
$760 to 81,000. In explanation of this 
it is supposed that tho issue of 1801, be 
ing about the last of the coinage of the 
sUvir dollar until 1830, was shipped in 
bulk from the country at the time or 
duWag the suspension that ensued. 


Arupng • Western coin collectors tho 


principal interest centers in domestic 
coins, as foreign coins have to be im 
ported to order, and there is no amuse- 
ment in collecting thorn; besides, their 
yaluo is so largely dependent upon their 
historial associations that they aro no- 
where so popular as tho "coin of the 
realm." 


Another fact always to bo borne in 


mind is that tho condition of tho coin 
occasions a wide difference in price. 
Somo coins arc much worn by attrition, 
or defaced by clipping and punching, 
and are greatly reduced in numismatic 
value, as a perfect coin is always the 
desideratum.

sources, anu presents as nearly as possi- 
ble the present prices of tho coins 
enumerated therein:

The silver dollar was not coined from 


1806 to 1836, and in that year but one 
thousand were minted, and none in' 
the two years following. Nor were any' 
coined in 1858. 
In 1873 tho coinage of 


standard silver dollars was suspended,: 
and the trade dollar alone coined, which 
again gave place to the current issue of 
tUe standard dollar. The dollar of 180-1 
ia the most valuable single coin, havinn- 
sold recently for 8750. There are se£: 
ernl varieties of them of tho date of1 
1795; two of 1770, one with the date in1 
larger figures than tho oilier; two of 
1787, one with six, and tljp other with1 


seven *Uu's; thrco kinds of 1798, one 
with .small unglcs and thirteen stavs 
fi-are), one with small eagles and fifteen 
stars (very rare), nnd one witli a large 
oagle and broad and close date; of 1799 
two kinds, ono of live and the other of 
six stars; of 1802 there are t\ro kinds, of 
equal value. 


Half-dollars havo been eoinod every 


year since 1793 up to the present time, 
with the exceptions of (lie years 1797, 
1798, 1790, 1800 and 1815. 
The 1790 


and 1797 pieces were until recently most 
valuable, but the discovery of an 1853 
dato with no arrow-point at the sides of 
the date has niad;i that coin valuable, as 
but few of them arc known, and those 
not -being for sale, there are no quota- 
tions. The half-dollar of 1838, from the 
Nutt- Orleans mint, having the "O" be- 
tween the date and bust', brings a high 
pricu. The daliJs of 179(i and 1797 bring 
upwnrd of S25. 


Quarter-dollars were coined in all 


vears from 17DG to date, with the excep- 
tions of 17'JS, 1799., 1800, 1S01, 1802, 
180:), 1808, 1809, 1810, 1811, 1812, 181:), 
181-1, 1817, 18-2-1, 1820, 1829 and 
18DO. 


Those of 1S23 aro valued at $100 and 
those of 1827 at S75. 
Quarters of these 


dates are the only ones that arc worth 
over *-l or 85. 


Twenty-cent pieces arc of recent or- 


igin, and as their coinage is discontin- 
ued, and those already in circulation are 
being taken up, those of 1878 and 1879 
an: worth about 82 each. 


The dime was first coined in 179Gand 


has been minted annually up to the 
present time with the exception of the 
years 1799, 180G-8-12-13-15-1G-17-18-19- 
2-1-20. Those of 1804 perhaps command 
the highc.st price, being worth about 
810. 
' 


The half-dime hns been coined since 


1791, witli Hit; exception of the years 
179S and 1799, 180-1, and from 180G to 
1828 inclusive, and from 1874 to date. 
Tho 1802 piece is very rare, and no price 
is quoted; others are generally to be 
had at less than 85, and most at-nominal 
price.-!. 


The throe-cent piece was coined from 


1851 to 1873 inclusive, witli the excep- 
tion of the 3'ear 1857, and ranges in 
value from tho coin of 1855 at 82 for a 
fine specimen, down to merely'nominal 
prices, which aro not worthy of tabula- 
tion. 


Half-cents arc, some of them, raro 


from the fact that they are not used in 
business. Tho date of "1831 is worth 820, 
and that of 1828 but 5 cents. 


Of copper cents there are many vari- 


eties. The cents of 1793 are of four 
kinds. Those with a chain on them in- 
stead of a wreath are worth, for the 
best, 812, the wreath varieties 825, and 
those with a liberty cap, 830. It may 
be said, as a fail 
1 rule, that the above 


prices may be doubled for sharp, unworn 
coins. 


The value of gold coins is not given, 


as they aro less frequently sold. 
The 


1849 double-eagles are worth SDO, and 
all the eagles bearing dates prior to 
1801 arc at a premium. One half-eagle 
of 1815 is worth 825, which is about the 
greatest Advance above par quoted of all 
the gold coins. 


The most valuable modern coin is the 


Confederate silver 
dollar, which is 


hold! at 81,200 to 81,500. 
On it tlio 


legend reads: " Confederate States of 
America." There is a shield with bars 
and seven stars, surmounted by a liber- 
ty cap. 
The shield is inclosed in ii 


wreath composed of interwoven cotton 
and cann stalks. A recent discovery 
has been made of a Confederate half- 
dollar which has been sold for S500 to 
$000. Only four of these coins were 
struck. — Chicago Times.
